Gary  Friedel  - New  NADC  Chair 


The  Honourable  Pearl  Calahasen  has  been  appointed 
Minister  of  the  new  department  of  Aboriginal  Affairs 
and  Northern  Development.  In  her  new  Cabinet 
position,  Ms.  Calahasen  will  be  responsible  for  the 
Northern  Alberta  Development  Council  (NADC).  The 
Minister  is  the  Member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  for 
the  Lesser  Slave  Lake  Constituency  and  a past-member 
of  the  NADC. 

Patricia  (Paddy)  Meade  is  the  new  Deputy  Minister  of 
Aboriginal  Affairs  and  Northern  Development.  Most 
recently,  Paddy  was  the  Executive  Director  of  the 
Alberta  Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse  Corporation. 

This  is  the  first  time  that  Northern  Development  has 
been  included  in  the  name  of  a department.  The 
Minister  has  stated  her  excitement  related  to  the 
opportunities  associated  with  advancing  northern 
Alberta. 


The  Member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  for  the  Peace  River  Constituency  has  been 
appointed  as  the  new  Chair  of  the  Northern  Alberta  Development  Council. 

Gary  Friedel  was  first  elected  to  the  Provincial  Legislature  in  June,  1993.  Gary  has  been 
re-elected  as  the  MLA  for  Peace  River  in  1997  and,  again  in  2001.  In  his  role  as  an 
MLA,  Gary  has  been  a member  of  Treasury  Board;  Chairman  of  the  Regulatory  Reform 
Task  Force;  Chair  of  the  Standing  Policy  Committee  on  Economic  Sustainability;  and 
Chairman  of  the  Select  Special  Freedom  of  Information  and  Protection  of  Privacy  Act 
Review  Committee.  In  March  2001,  Gary  was  selected  to  the  position  of  Chairman  of 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Law  and  Regulations.  He  also  serves  on  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Legislative  Offices  and  the  Standing  Policy  Committee  on  Health  and 
Community  Living. 

Gary  has  been  an  active  member  of  his  community  over  the  years.  In  1972,  he  was  first 
elected  as  a Councillor  for  the  Town  of  Peace  River.  Between  1980  and  1986,  Gary 
served  as  the  Town’s  Mayor.  He  was  elected  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Peace  River  School 
District  in  1977.  Gary  was  awarded  a Life  Membership  in  the  School  Business  Officials 
of  Alberta  organization,  an  Honorary  Life  Membership  in  the  Peace  River  Kinsmen 
Club  and  was  named  Peace  River’s  Citizen  of  the  Year  in  1981.

Connecting  Students  to  Opportunities 

The  Northern  LINKS  Program  is  two  years  old  and  is  no  longer  a pilot  project, 
according  to  Review  Committee  Chair  and  Council  member  Art  Avery.  “The  Northern 
Alberta  Development  Council  is  very  pleased  with  the  Program  to  date  and  the 
successes  associated  with  it”  said  Avery. 

Avery  noted  that,  “the  Northern  LINKS  Program  was  established  to  ease  the  transition 
for  northern  Alberta  students  completing  high  school  and  moving  on  to  post-secondary 
education  studies.  The  Council  members  have  always  held  the  position  that  education 
is  a key  factor  in  terms  of  northern  students  participating  in  the  employment 
opportunities  in  this  part  of  the  Province  of  Alberta,  as  well  as  retaining  them  as 
residents  in  the  north.” 

Avery  encourages  schools,  post-secondary  education  institutions,  community  groups 
and  the  private  sector  to  consider  projects  that  may  meet  the  guidelines  for  funding 
associated  with  the  Northern  LINKS  Program.

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Diamonds  are  Forever 

Non-Energy  Mineral  Potential  In  Northern  Alberta 


Alberta  is  well  known  for  oil  and  gas 
development.  However  the  province  also  has 
potential  for  non-energy  minerals.  Non-energy 
mineral  exploration  has  increased  over  the  past 
two  years,  especially  in  the  north.  Still,  the  level 
of  investment  is  well  below  its  potential.  There 
are  a number  of  opportunities  and  challenges  that 
will  come  with  increased  mineral  exploration  and 
development.  In  response  to  this,  APEX 
Geoscience  Ltd.  was  retained  in  the  fall  of  2000 
by  the  NADC  to  conduct  a review  of  the  impacts 
of,  and  potential  for,  northern  participation  in  the 
exploration  and  development  of  future  non-energy 
mines  in  Northern  Alberta. 


In  addition,  the  NADC  held  a non-energy  mineral  seminar  in  December  2000 
which  presented  the  findings  of  these  two  aforementioned  reports.  The  purpose 
of  the  seminar  was  to  introduce  northern  residents  to  the  emerging  non-energy 
mining  sector,  and  to,  provide  them  with  human  resource  requirements  of  the 
sector.  It  provided  awareness  to  communities  to  allow  them  to  plan  training  and 
business  activities  related  to  sector  requirements  to  position  residents  to  gain 
employment  as  the  sector  matures.  Gerald  Mclvor,  NADC  member  from 
Whitecourt,  was  the  moderator  of  the  seminar.  He  applauded  the  seminar  as  a 
much-needed  tool  for  awareness  and  information-sharing  regarding  the  non- 
energy mineral  industry.  According  to  Mr.  Mclvor,  “the  input  gathered  will 
provide  government  and  industry  with  the  necessary  information  to  develop 
possible  action  plans.  Although,  this  industry  is  still  in  its  infancy,  government, 
industry  and  communities  must  plan  today  to  take  full  advantage  of  the 
opportunities  that  may  arise  tomorrow.” 


Key  issues  and  concerns  raised  by  northern 
communities  included  the  lack  of  information 
about  opportunities,  the  desire  to  maximize 
northern  benefits;  the  need  to  identify  and  address 
barriers  to  development;  manpower  requirements 
and  required  qualifications  for  employment;  and 
education  and  training  opportunities. 
Recommendations  from  this  report  included  the 
formation  of  a mineral  and  land-use  initiative  for 
Northern  Alberta;  training  initiatives;  prospecting 
assistance  grants;  mineral  exploration  incentive 
programs;  mineral  potential  maps  for  Northern 
Alberta;  enhanced  communication  with  northern 
communities;  education  in  public  school  system; 
web-based  community  and  sub-contractor 
information. 

Education  and  training  opportunities  are  vital  to 
the  growth  and  awareness  of  the  industry.  Bev 
MacKeen  & Associates  was  also  hired  to 
investigate  the  education  and  training 
opportunities  and  barriers  within  the  industry. 
The  focus  of  their  report  was  on  training  and 
business  strategies  that  Aboriginal  communities 
could  consider  in  order  to  position  themselves  to 
engage  in  future  employment  in  this  sector.  Nine 
recommendations  emerged  from  the  findings.  The 
majority  of  the  recommendations  involved 
planning  for  training  and  business  development  at 
the  community  level,  a step  that  can  be  completed 
in  a timely  fashion  given  the  status  of  industry 
activities.  Two  recommendations  involving 
apprenticeship  training  and  prospector  training 
could  be  acted  on  immediately.

The  bursaries  also  provide  a 
great  opportunity  for  our  young  people  to  return  and 
help  build  and  strengthen  our  communities.” 


To  be  eligible  for  the  bursaries  students  must: 

• be  in  the  last  two  years  of  their  program 

• live  within  the  boundaries  of  the  M.D.  of  Greenview  or  the  incorporated  Towns  of 
Grande  Cache,  Fox  Creek,  and  Valley  view 

• be  willing  to  commit  to  return  service  within  M.D.  of  Greenview  boundaries  and/or 
the  City  of  Grande  Prairie  for  an  eighteen  month  period.  Interested  students  need  to 
complete  the  NADC  Bursary  application,  and  indicate  their  interest  in  the  NADC 
/ M.D.  of  Greenview  Health  Bursaries.  Students  who  apply  for  these  bursaries  will 
automatically  also  be  considered  for  the  $3000  NADC  Bursary,  though  they  will 
only  be  able  to  receive  one  of  the  two. 

“There  are  many  opportunities  for  health  care  professionals  across  the  region”,  said 

Mike  Procter,  Chair  of  the  NADC  Bursary  Selection  Committee.  “The  Bursary 

Selection  Committee  is  pleased  to  join  with  the  M.D.  in  offering  these  bursaries.”
